ALMOST AS soon as Danny and 
Gila moved into their cramped 
three-room flat built in the late "60s 
for young couples in Jerusalem, 
they began planning their move up- 
wards on the housing ladder. They 
knew that even if they both worked 
hard for eight or nine years — while 
having children — they could never 
afford a villa, Bul they wanted 
“something special,” more than the 
average shikun Nat with a few extra 
square metres of space.

fered more privacy and a small plot 
for a garden. The couple scraped 
together enough for a down pay- 
ment and about a year ago signed a 
contract to buy a five-room ter- 
raced apartment in Ramot. Their 
“dream house” would be ready in 
1983, and now all they had lo do was 
sell their old flat and keep up the 
payments to the builder,

THE IMPRESSION one gets is that 
the Druse want to hedge their bets. 
lf Israel should return the Golan or 
part of it to Syria in the future (“Lf 
you're reiurning Jewish settlements 
to the Egyptians, you surely won't 
fargo peace with Syria for the sake 
of four Druse villages”), they will 
have demonstrated their loyalty to 
Syria. If the Golan stays “an in- 
legral part of Israel forever,” they'll 
be back at work with no harm done. 

Now for the facts. Before June 
1967, there were 14 motor vehicles, 
‘including four tractors, in the 
Golan. Today, the Druse own 1,700, 
including 700 tractors. Last year's 
apple crop, their principal produce, 
brought them an income of 
1S100m., far more than they ever 
dreamed of before Israeli know- 
how helped them lo develop 
orchards. [ἢ addition, millions more 
are earned by the men working in 
Israel or acting as contractors. To 
match these incomes, many village 
homes have been turned into 
veritable mansions. 

Nor are they unaware of the 
change in their fortunes. They had a 
chance to visit: Khader village, 
which Israel! captured in 1973, 
before it was returned to Syria. 
There they found the Druse popula- 
tion “living a3 primitively as we had 
lived before 1967. We had advanced 
into the 20th century; they were 
still in the 18th,” one resident con- 
ceded. : 

From the point: of view of 
prosperity, Israel is not faulted, as 
one “extremist” axplained. “But, 
we aren't arguing economics; we're 
fighting over politics.”’

When Galway, 8. Protestant 
Ulsterman who is one of the world’s 
leading futists, heard what she suid, 
he cracked up, his distinctive laugh 
exploding midway between a giggle 
and a gulfaw.

For 
the fun of il, Quintan auditioned for 
a part as a dancer and ended up 
with a small role in a scene which 
starred Cindy Williams. In Los 
Angeles the next summer she was 
recognized by a talent agent who 
had seen her two-minute film debut. 

“Why don’t you try it out in Holly- 
wood?" he asked. She thought 
ubout her options. Despite the 
honours she had won in gymnastics 
and diving, she doubted she could 
make a living as an athlete. A few 
weeks Inter she moved lo Los 
Angeles with'$80 in-her pocket and 
began work asa waitress in a North 
Hollywood coffee shop.

THERE IS nothing new under the 
sun, a8 I learned when 1 went to 
Taiwan last year to learn a bit about 
Chinese cooking, 

Only a few months before me, 
another Israeli had been there on 
the same mission, except that in- 
stead of staying for a month, 851 
did, he stayed for three months and 
has crowned his efforts by opening a 
restaurant in Tel Aviv. The Yin 
Yang, at 64 Sderot Rothschild, has 
become one of the more popular 
spots in the city, and | am told that 
reservations for dinner have to be 
made well in advance, 


To avoid that problem, I went 
there for lunch, together with a col- 
league who recommended himself 
to me as an expert on Chinese food, 
Even then, it was far from emply, 
which is not surprising, since the 
restaurant offers a set junch for 
18150, including soup, an egg roll, a 
main dish, tea, rice and dessert. Bul 
because we had heard so much 
about the food, we decided that we 
would rather see what was offered 
on the large menu. 


_ Unfortunately, perhaps because 
it was lunchtime, o number of the

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sour sauce. For those aficionados of 
Chinese food who wonder as to how 
the beautiful red colour is achieved, 
I must report that it is simply the 
result of food colouring. 

The Chinese do not seem to be 
concerned about nutrition or the

West. Nor, | should add at this 
point, docs the name of the 
restaurant indicate any adherence 
toa macrobiotic diet. As for the ribs 
themselves, they were well cooked, 
the sauce being a bit too sweet for 
my taste, but nol so by most peo- 
ple's standards. 

For our main courses, we tried 
_some calamari in hot garlic sauce 
which was not just hot, but had a 
certain subtlety about it. What was 
lacking here, as in the meal general- 
ly, was the heady aroma of ginger, 
no doubt as a result of the dif- 
ficulties Inherent in obtaining thal 
essential ingredient in [srael. 


ESPECIALLY pleasing were the 
small touches that put the Yin Yang 
a cut above its compelitors, Tea was 
served, in a large pot, almost as 
soon as we came in; and there was a 
small selection of complimentary 
hors d'oeuvres. :

They are bringing some produc- 
tions to the Israel Festival in 
September, and were here to dis-

Theater Am Turm was set up a 
year and a half ago, with an 
auditorium that seats 400 and a cafe 
Space conducive to variations of 
musical theatre.

“Ninety-nino 
per cent of German theatres,” 
Lange says, “are fully subsidized by 
elther the local or the federal 
government.”

This 
guaranteed four heart tricks. West 
won the third heart and continued 
the suil, and declater scored his 
fourth trick by cashing dummy's last 
heart. On the hearts, East discarded 
in order, a small diamond and two 
small spades; South rid himself of 
three diamonds and West pitched

Now Amir cashed his three spade

Now came the club ace and the 
club ten, overtaken by dummy’s 
jack. Amir breathed easier when 
East followed to that trick with a 
small club. Amir cashed the club 
king, with East discarding a dia- 
mond and holding on to the master 
spade. Declarer could now discard 
the spade eight and lead small to the 
diamond ace, with absolute as- 
surance that the king would fall, 
since neither East nor West could 
possibly hold more than one dia- 
mond, 

Actually, the squeeze operated 
on West one trick earlier than the 
diagrammed position. On the third 
spade, Weat had to unguard his club 
honour or come down to the 
singleton diamond, But it was not 
until the third club was cashed that 
Amir could “read” the position with 


certainty. is 
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A LITTLE of the Amir magic might 
have worked better than declarer’s 
plan did on this hand, also from the 
Festival. Trailing in an carly match 
in the teams-of-four, our declarer 
formed a reasonable plan to make 
his ambitious contract. And it was 
only after he'd gone down that he 
realized a “cow flew by,” and that 
he hadn't seen a much better way to 
attain his objective.

A DREAM LIKE, virtually sur-

EDUARDO PAOLOZZI, the noted

NEXT TO Elle Wiesel, André 
Neher is undoubtedly the foremost 
conlempornry Jewish writer with a 
French cultural background, and 
what links and characterizes both of 
them is ἃ preoccupation with the 
Holocaust and Jewish destiny. 

When I first met André Neher in 
Suashourg about 20 years ago, he 
headed the Department of Jewish 
Studies at the university there, znd 
had great influence among the Jews 
of France and Christian intellectual 
circles. Thanks to Afoses and the 
Vacation of the Jewish People, a trans- 
lation of one of his earlier works, 
Neher's original approuch to the Bi- 
ble and to philosophical questions

Chugging along 


FAMILY: A Novel in the Form of a 
Memoir by Herbert Gold. New 
York, Arbor House, 192 pp. $11.95.

IT SEEMS I've been reading 
Herbert Gold all my adult life. He 
was one of a crowd of talented vets, 
ΟἹ Bill of Writers — James Jones, 
John Horne Burns, Shaw, Ellison, 
Bourjaily — who promised to 
breathe new life into the American 
realistic tradition. All laboured un- 
der Hemingway's shadow. The 
acknowledged generational champ 
is Bellow, shadowed by N. Rocky" 
Mailer, Many (like Salinger) have 

roved short-winded, but Gold 
eeps chugging along, if not a big 
winner, if indeed less and less a 
novelist, at least a survivor who 
plainly intends to hang on as one of 
the few finalists, 

Whal has happened to the Jewish 
kid from Cleveland, now hovering 
around 60, is that the real novels 
have stopped coming. Nor has 
Measure or wisdom accompanied 
creeping maturity, Memoirs have! 
Family \s Gold's third book in the 
past decade filled with characters 
named Gold, and featuring a 
likeable, intelligent, perplexed 
adoloscent of increasing years 
named Herb. These aren't dull ef- 
forts, but the genre foolery (Ill 
return to that later) points to a fall- 
ing away. : 

There was a time when Gold 
produced some genuinely 
memorable fictions about wheeling 
and seeking in an American land- 
scapes of dealers and grabbers. 
Whereas I'm sometimes unsure 
whether I've even read some 
seamless novel by Anthony Powell 
1 or Iris Murdoch a year alter the 
“event,” Harry Bowers, the power- 
ful, lonely, petty hotelier in The 
Prospect Before Us (1954) sticks. 
Nearly as strong is Burr, the slick, 
ruthless politician in The Optimist 
| (1959) and ΑἹ Dooley , the Berkeley 
grad student who seeks:a 
Raskolnikov-like reality in The

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Form of a Memoir. Ten years ago 
Gold produced Fathers, a generally 
engrossing account of his own im- 
migrant father’s success in business 
and real estate. It was informed with 
much warmth, but was burdened 
with the same appendage of a sub- 
litle as the present book. Gold then 
explained that “it did not happen 
like this, but might have. Perhaps it 
once happened almost like this. 3. 
have chosen to tell it as a novel in 
the form of a memoir. Like the 
name ‘Gold,’ which is an imaginary 
name, this is an imaginary history. 
And real. And twice imaginary.” 


THIS BIT of protective obfuscation 
Js Gold-the-glib at his clever worst. 
It means, I suspect, considerably 
less than first meets the eye. When 
it was succeeded by My Last Two 
Thousand Years, ἃ ranging episodic 
account of Gold's search for his 
Jewish selfhood, the Cleveland folks 
remained in the background, but 
the book is fairly self-described as 
having “picked up where Fathers 
left off, in the second generation...” 
And now Family, which could have 
aptly have been labelled Mothers, 
appears bearing its saportive, 
duplicitous colon. In no useful 
fashion is this a novel at all, ᾿ 

: Gold, who has gone through 
several of them, is a family escapee, 
an aller who calls anchorless San 
Francisco home. Back East is 
Mother, a presence at once comic 
and suffocating: “When she opened 
my mail, listened in on my bowels, 
picked up the extension phone to 
study my conversational skills, ex- 
plored my pockets, wallet, or 
notebooks for clues, or- simply 
backed me up against the 
refrigerator and grilled me like a 
station house sergeant, her method 
followed from. an assumption --- 
love is always asking, deciphering

THIS BOOK seems symptomatic of 
things in general for Gold. Back in 
My Last Two Thousand Years (i970), 
Gold, illiterate in things Jewish, 
pursues his heritage. “So my being 
and becoming a Jew are both- 
paradoxes. And yet paradoxes more 
precious to me than any good and 
useful ideas,” Once-divorced and 
father of three, he remarries a non 
Jew who studies Hebrew with him 
at Berlitz and fathers an Ari. “My 
second wife, in whom [ believe, is 
very dear to me. Writing is my other 
bride.” Never deserted by irony, 
Gold keeps it in check, His life is 
often ‘amusing but not yet a bad 
joke. ἀν 
In Family, Gold, now twice- 
divorced and father of five, gets sar- 
donically drunk at the wedding of 
his eldest daughter, who “sianaged 


to find the only non-Jewish young. 


doctor in town.” He kisses the lot: 
former first wife, mother, former se- 


cond wife, “by mistake...his oldest ἢ 
friend who-had introduced him lo ᾿
